ASPARAGUS 

CULTURE — Seed  planting — Asparagus  may  be  sown  from  seed  and  a  crop  obtained  in 
three  years.  In  the  early  Spring  sow  the  seed  after  soaking  it  for  24  hours  in  warm 
water,  in  drills  one  foot  apart  and  one  inch  deep.  The  following  Spring  select  the  best 
plants  and  place  in  a  permanent  bed.  Root  Planting — One  year  may  be  saved  by  buying 
the  plants  and  setting  them  at  least  two  feet  in  the  row  and  the  rows  not  closer  than 
four  feet;  see  that  the  roots  are  well  and  evenly  spread  out  and  are  not  left  exposed 
to  the  air. 

GIANT  WASHINGTON — Genuine  rust-resistant  strain.  This  variety  is  stronger 
and  more  productive,  owing  to  its  great  vigor,  than  the  old  varieties  and  can  be  cut 
sooner  from  time  of  planting.
